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DETAILED ACTION 


The examiner of record is now Vaughn Travis Coolman. Contact information can be 
found in the conclusion section of the office action. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) because 
reference character “L” has been used to designate both the length of the skateboard (FIG 1) and 
the length of the body member (FIGS 3 and 4). 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either “Replacement Sheet” or “New Sheet” 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 19 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

1. the phrasing in lines 1-2 is confusing. Specifically, the phrase “wherein the truck and 
the mating surface having a plurality”. The term having seems to disagree with the rest of the 
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phrase. Examiner respectfully suggests replacing the word “having” with either “each include” 
or “have”. 

2. the phrasing in lines 6-8 of the claim is confusing. Examiner respectfully suggests 
deleting the comma in line 8 and inserting the word “and” between the words “truck” and “is 
adapted to”. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 

sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Dudouyt (U.S. 
Patent No. 4,245,848). 

[claim 19] Dudouyt discloses (FIG 2) a method for attaching a truck (shovm in FIG 2) to 
a mating surface (4) wherein the truck and the mating surface have a plurality of corresponding 
mounting holes passing therethrough, the method comprising: 

• providing a truck mounting assembly, comprising: 

o a pair of removable fasteners (Column 3, lines 49-50) each having a head 
and a threaded shaft (shown in FIG 2); and 

a body (35) having a pair of spaced apart holes passing therethrough 
wherein each of the holes corresponds to a different one of the mounting

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holes of the truck (shown in FIG 2) and is adapted to threadedly engage 
one of the removable fasteners; 

• positioning the truck against the mating svu'face such that the corresponding 
mounting holes of the mating surface and the truck are aligned; 

• positioning the body of the truck mounting assembly against the truck, opposite 
the mating surface, such that the pair of holes of the body are aligned with the 
corresponding mounting holes of the truck; 

• passing the threaded shaft of each of the removable fasteners through the 
corresponding mounting holes of the mating surface and the truck such that the 
head abuts the mating surface; and 

• threadedly engaging the threaded shaft of each of the removable fasteners with 
one of the pair of spaced apart holes of the body, thereby attaching the truck to the 
mating surface (Column 3, lines 47-50) 

Examiner notes that although the detailed steps are not enmnerated by Dudouyt, in order 
to assemble the structure disclosed by Dudouyt, the method outlined above is inherent in the 
assembly process, as evidenced by the final assembled product shown in FIG 2.
